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RAY LEVASSEUR writes from Florence, CO: 
“lve been in Colorado since Feb. 15 and | ha- 
ven't seen a buffalo yet.... The flight [from Mar- 
ion] took approximately 2 % hours... This part of 
the state revealed itself as mostly scrub brush, 
soil erosion and various wastes. One beauty 
spot is the distant allure of snow-capped 
peaks.... The commercial areas near the 
prison(s) are the ultimate in tackiness. Just 
what you’d expect from people who beg to 
have prisons built here. Elevation of Florence 
is 5,100 feet...First thing | saw was the maxi- 
mum security ‘camp’ with its New Age veneer 
that houses corrupt politicians, thieving public 
officials, embezzlers and probably a significant 
number of snitches. Next we pass by the me- 
dium security FCI which is not quite so art deco 
but no assault on the senses either. You know 
you're getting warm as you pass by the maxi- 
mum security USP with its multiple fences, rolls 
of razor wire and gun towers...We proceed to 
the literal end of the line, for both the com- 
pound and the federal prison system— 
Administrative Maximum...My wrists were cut 
and bleeding from the blackbox so | got 
swabbed and bandaged. The medical report 
[stated] that this was the condition | arrived 
in... Through the maze it became disorienting. 
Can't see outside. lm in here and everything 
else is out there somewhere. Took me a few 
days to figure out configuration of the cell 
block. 12 cells per tier, 3 tiers per block, over 
and under...The cells are sound resistant, i.e. 
they’re designed to suppress human 
sound...There really is an echo in the cell when 


you speak (which isn’t often unless you want to 
talk to yourself). A cough sounds like a racket 
ball carom. You get a standard b & w idiot box. 
First time | snapped it on | see the face of 
Flush Rush Limbough spread across the 
screen. An omen? | got a concrete bunk, felt 
strip mattress and steel toilet. One newbe is 
the telephone-booth-sized shower in the 

cell... Water comes out in 90-second sprays 
that makes me feel like a house plant. The 
outer door is solid steel with a peepshow panel 
of Plexiglas. Through this door is a small trap 
of dead space, then a second door of steel 
bars. Can't see left or right—only the wall 
across from the cell. Meals are in cell. Lots of 
strip searches and cell shakedowns. All move- 
ment is in restraints...lsolation appears to be 
the cornerstone of ADX. One underlying pur- 
pose is to inflict enough psychological pain and 
sensory deprivation to have prisoners desper- 
ate for transfer elsewhere. It won’t work for any 
constructive end, but that’s beside the point.” 
*** “This yellow ribbon war on crime is about 
money and power. Who profits and who suf- 
fers. Corrections used to be the bottom feeders 
slowly but steadily eatin’ up their relatively 
small portion of taxpayers dollars. No more. 
Today we have this huge swine with its snout 
deeply implanted in the public trough. Liberals 
and closet fascists make noise about money 
spent on Aid to Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren while enormous sums are thrown into a 
bottomless rathole called corrections.” *** 
“The only program I’m currently in is sleep 
deprivation, with the constant clanging and 
banging of electronic doors throughout the 
night as well as the periodic flashlight beam in 
the face and the cacophony of idle guards. It 
sometimes feels like the methamphetamine 
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boogie.” *** “This is the first time I’ve occupied 
a virgin cell. No one has lived in this cell be- 
fore. I’ve never had a new house, new apart- 
ment, or new car, but now I’ve got a new cell. 
There’s something about occupying a proto- 
techno-fascist’s architectural wet dream that 
leave me feeling the loneliness of the long 
distance runner in worn out shoes....”

ment Right to receive published materials.” ***

Program statement 5266.5 
entitled “Incoming Publications,” Section 3 part 
B states, “Publications which may be rejected 
by a warden include but are not limited to pub- 
lications which meet one of the following crite- 
ria: (5) It (the publication) depicts, describes or 
encourages activities which may lead to the 
use of physical violence or group disruptions. 
Due to the examples cited above, your Febru- 
ary 1995 publication of This Just In... is not 
suited for introduction into a correctional facil- 
ity.” *** Mutulu continues: “The letter sug- 
gests that | file an appeal within 15 days of the 
publication. It is my view that at this prison and 
stage in the struggle for P.P. and POWs, 
where possible, outside agitation and confron- 
tation must be used to help protect whatever 
constitutional protections that still remain avail- 
able to us and prisoners in general.” *** “Love 
and respect to all the comrades...” *** “I’m still 
an alligator, | go for mud and water...Stiff resis- 
tance.”

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ANA LUCIA GELABERT writes from her “new 
address” Amarillo, TX State prison: Discipline?

Mr. Ali’s lawyer 
advised the judge that they would tell other 
defense counsel that they were attempting to 
get their client back into general population as 
their reason for conferences with the judge 
outside the presence of other defense lawyers. 
His lawyers also continued to state to the de- 
fense that they intended to present an entrap- 
ment defense and participate in the joint de- 
fense. Siddig Ali’s lawyers opened to the jury 
with an entrapment defense. This defense was 
also joined in by other defendants. Shortly after 
opening statements, Mr. Ali pleaded guilty to all 
counts of the indictment in which he was 
charged. In so doing, he denied that he was 
entrapped and proceeded to inculpate all his 
co-defendants.” *** “The timing of the pieas 
was such that the government, with the Court’s 
knowledge, allowed the defense to open on a 
joint defense, which they then proceeded to 
undermine immediately by finalizing their 
agreement with Mr. Ali. All defendants filed a 
mistrial motion supported by an affidavit from 
my lawyer Joyce C. London. This motion was 
denied by the same judge. This ruling is being 
appealed.”

No 
other visiting civilians in that particular ADX 
complex. We were all and equally caught off 
guard, somewhat, Tommy and myself as well, 
it was a spontaneous decision, unannounced. 
And Tommy, by way of detailing Reality behind 
the steel door of that cubicle, would not have 
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me unawares—however, he could not help 
cracking up to see, at least through this side of 
the glass, how anxiously polite and accommo- 
dating and apologetically human the guards 
were in regard to our visit, which had to end 
naturally at 3 pm; for which they genuinely 
apologized and then too, helped me keep my 
legs from buckling under on the way up the 30 
steps and out.” *** “This friggin place is so 
emotional, how the hell can you’s guys stand 
it...” And that was basically about all | had to 
say, to which we agreed in looks and body lan- 
guage, like Really, it's so Heavy. | got a few 
sincere ‘Be Careful’s and ‘Have a Safe trip 
home...’ As it was a bit perilous ‘out there” *** 
“Tommy’s Irish Eyes maintain the Smile under 
extremely adverse conditions; which is to ex- 
press how “Love Endures hasta La Siempre!” 
*** :| not only saw and felt along with all those

The dismissal of the 4-year- 
old lawsuit challenging the judgment of the pa- 
role board in parole cases (especially those 
involving violent offenders and/or Black men) 
was another proof of the criminal nature of the 
court system and white privilege. The judge is 
a strong supporter of the victims’ rights groups 
and involved strongly in various Christian pre- 
release programs (forbidden to Muslim men 
seeking support for release).”

Now at MCC, my book 
manuscript cannot be found; my pamphlets are 
not in my personal property, and many books 
that | was working out of for historical data are 
missing. When | ask to check my property, 
prisoncrats said, it has been sent back to de 
prison.” *** “Heating/cooling ventilation inside 
de cells often blow out a sewage (feces) smell 
or cigar odor, causing respiratory problems. 
Also contaminated water; it is hard to escape 
tuberculosis here. Wicked system” *** “Love 
to all POWs/P.P.’s, Oppressed.”
